In claim 1, line 7 of the claim, after "a coil", change "would" to —wound-. 
In claim 1 at the end of the claim, insert ~, the material of the first fixed core being 
different than the material of the second fixed core--. 

Change the title from "Solenoid valve" to -Solenoid Valve with 2-Part Fixed Core-.

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for the allowance of the claims is a solenoid valve having the combination of a fixed core that is 
in two parts that are vertically coupled with the first one located in the bobbin and the second one 
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covering a lower end of the bobbin, with the material of the first one being different than the 
material of the second one.
